New Wage Raises

During the week ta which the 
limelight has been held by Mr. 
Henry A Wallace * speech on for­ 
eign policy, an important event in 
domestic policy has been kart sight 
of. This Is lose by the Administra­ 
tion of another battle to its fight 
against inflation Til* loss. and th* 
effects of it. cannot long remata 
obscure The facts leading up to the 
battle are: 
Last June maritime unions be­ 
longing to CIO threatened to strike 
unless they received wag* raises de­ 
manded by them. They got th# raises, 
amounting to some $17 SO a month. 
Shortly thereafter other maritime 
union*, belonging to the rival AFL 
negotiated contracts with ship op­ 
erators by which these unions got 
wage raise* greater by SS to $10 a 
month than had been given the 
CIO unions to avert strike. 


Dissppraved By WSB 


Tho wage raise for AFL unions 
was disapproved by toe Wage Sta­ 
bilisation Board at Washington. Th* 
Board took the position that a Un* 
must be held against increases to 
maritime wage*, as a necessity ta 
holding toe tine against inflation. 
Against this decision of the Wage 
Stabilization 
Board, 
AFL unions 
went on strike. Presently the CIO 
unions also stopped work, refusing 
to eros* AFL picket lines. 
Tito 
entire foreign shipping of the coun­ 
try was stopped. 
The 
stoppage 
backed up toto the interior was 
beginning to stall railroad trans­ 
portation and mlustry generally. 
This condition was th# center ta 
public attention until Mr Wallace's 
speech shoved R out ta the limelight.

Wallace's Mistaken Zeal Makes 


World Think War Is Inevitable

WASHINGTON, Sept 30 — Mis­ 
taken seal by Secretary Wallace to 
prevent war has perhaps done more 
to make the whole world think a 
war is inevitable than he ever in­ 
tended. 
For the secretary of commerce, 
speaking with the prestige ta a 
member of the President’s cabinet, 
has put the stamp of authority back 
of the charge that somewhere in the 
American Army and Navy a school 
of thought is contemplating an at­ 
tack on Russia “now" befur? she 
makes any atomic bomb*. Thoued 
thi* charge has been formally den­ 
ied by the secretaries of Wat ard 
Navy, Mr. Wallace ha* advertised 
this story throughout the whole 
world, 
Was Exceedingly Careless 
Mr Wallace may contend that: he 
biont intentionally make public the 
latter which he wrote to President 
Truman and which ne gave out only 
when he heard that a columnist had 
a copy. Yet Mr. Wallace was ex­ 
ceedingly careless 
and 
indiscreet 
when he put such thought* on pap­ 
er at all It turns out that six copies 
of this letter were made and that 
Secretary Wallace showed—in con­ 
fidence, ta course—to erne newspap­ 
erman a copy ta that letter in Aug­ 
ust 
The newspaperman wa* the 
Moscow correspondent of the A&. 0- 
ciated Press who is on his way back 
to Russia That correspondent now 
tells the world from Stockholm that 
he knew all about the letter and. of 
course, would have preserved Mr, 
Wallace's confidence But Mr Wal­ 
lace chose to show copies of this 
highly confidential correspondence 
with the President to persons out­ 
side the government. Small wonder 
that one ta the six copies got into 
the hand* of a Washington column­ 
ist. 
Mr. 
Wallace 
naturally 
doesnt 
want to provoke a third world war 
but such a contingency is far more 
possible today than it was before 
Mr. 
Wallace made 
his Madison 
Square Garden speech or released 
hi* letter. This la because twice a 
world war has broker, out wltn the 
aggressor state believing America 
wa* unprepared and virtually d*s- 
armed and divided by isolationist 
politics.

a strange tolerance of communism 
and totalitarianism which la sur­ 
prising. 
Tile secretary of commerce argue* 
vehemently that he is neither pro- 
Ruudan nor pm-Ccxnniunist but th* 
effect of his statements Is to mani­ 
fest a sympathy for what a totali­ 
tarian government is doing in east­ 
ern Europe. He overlooks file brual- 
lty of the Moscow government in fin 
treatment of human beings in east­ 
ern Europe and its robbery and 
rapine which have horrified the 
world. To Secretary Wallace this 
apparently is Just another philo­ 
sophy alongside of which democracy 
should make up its mind to live in 
a sort of friendly competition. 
Communism inhumane, Brutal 
Communism, like Fascism, is in­ 
humane and brutal in its operations. 
The Russian government has exil­ 
ed for political expressions thous­ 
ands of men who have had file tem­ 
erity to express themselves. 
There 
can be no common ground between 
democracy and totalitarianism. 
A 
clash is constantly going on and 
will continue to go on until one or 
file other is eliminated. 
To advocate isolationism and ap­ 
peasement now, as Secretary Wal­ 
lace has done, is to revert to the 
policies which so many Republicans 
preached in the 1820's when they 
persuaded the U. 8. Senate to re­ 
ject the league ta Nation* coven­ 
ant. Mr. Wallace mad some speeches 
attacking the isolationists ta 1840 
and 1844 He now owes them all an 
apology, for his basic doctrine dif­ 
fers little from that of th# “Amer­ 
ica First" crowd. As a matter ta 
fact, ta his charge that the United 
States government is pursuing poli­ 
cies that will provoke war be is 
using th* same line of reasoning as 
have various extremists in the antt- 
RoosevrIt camp who claim 
Mr. 
Roosevelt provoked the attack on 
Pearl Harbor. America did not pro­ 
voke World War I or II and is not 
now provoking World War III. but 
if Secretary Wallace wants to do a* 
Prime Minister Chamberlain did at 
Munich, he will not find America 
following him. 
Wallace Indict* Own Party 
Also he should not be making tile 
following comment: “These appro­ 
priations (military) are now mote 
than ten times as great as they w-te 
during the thirties." The reason Mr, 
Wallace should not make that argu­ 
ment is because a Democratic ad­ 
ministration was in power through­ 
out the thirties and 300.000 Ameri­ 
can boys have just paid with their 
lives because the United States was 
unprepared and both Germany and
